RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Prices  on  slaughter  cattle  trended  lover 
for  the  second  consecutive  week.  The  combined 
volume  of  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  sold  out 
of  first  hands  at  7  markets  were  smallest  since 
late  April.  However,  despite  the  reduced  re- 
ceipts prices  were  lower,  influenced  by  further 
price  declines  in  the  wholesale  dressed  beef 
trade.  Slaughter  steers  closed  generally 
steady  to  50£  lower.  Heifers  and  cows  were 
also  steady  to  50£  lower  at  most  points,  stock- 
ers  and  feeders  steady,  except  weak  to  50£ 
lower  at  St.  Joseph  and  mostly  50£-$1.00  off  at 
Kansas  City.  Hog  prices  worked  higher  in  re- 
sponse to  curtailed  marketings.  Butchers  and 
sows  closed  mostly  25-75£  higher;  spring 
slaughter  lambs  uneven,  generally  steady  to 
Si. 00  lower. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  A  13  percent 
reduction  in  receipts  at  major  midwestern  termi- 
nal markets  failed  to  stimulate  the  demand  for 
steers  and  heifers  during  the  week.  Any  bullish 
influence  the  reduced  receipts  may  have  had  was 
overshadowed  by  continued  declines  on  carcass 
steer  and  heifer  beef  at  major  wholesale  dressed 
meat  centers.  Steer  and  heifer  carlot  beef 
prices  in  Chicago  fell  to  the  lowest  point  of 
the  year  and  in  New  York  trading  was  very  slow 
especially  on  Prime  beef  with  some  sales  as  much 
as  $1.50  lower.  This  very  slow  Eastern  trade  on 
Prime  beef  made  for  a  50#-$1.00  lower  trend  on 
Prime  steers  and  high  Choice  steers  over  1250 
lbs,  in  Chicago  even  though  supplies  of  Prime 
steers  continued  only  moderate.  The  average 
price  of  all  steers  fell  to  the  lowest  point  of 
the  year  in  Chicago.  Slaughter  steers  were 
generally  steady  to  50#  lower.  Weight  became  an 
increasingly  important  factor  in  price  determin- 
ing at  most  points.  Steers  under  1100#  found 
the  best  outlet.  Most  steers  Good  and  below 
were  in  fairly  good  demand  with  Chicago  report- 
ing a  steady  to  25  tf  higher  trend  on  these  as 
well  as  offerings  105 0#  and  below.  Slaughter 
heifers  sold  steady  to  50£  lower  with  St.  Joseph 
reporting  a  50£  to  $1.00  lower  trend.  Cows  and 
bulls  were  steady  to  50#  lower,  although  Omaha 
was  steady  to  50tf  higher  on  these  classes.  Veal- 
ers  were  $1.00-2.00  lower  in  St.  Paul  with  a  few 
Prime  to  $30.00  while  St.  Louis  showed  a  steady 
trend.  Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  made  up  the 
bulk  of  the  cattle  receipts  at  most  points  with 
the  Good  and  Choice  grades  predominating. 

Loadlots  of  high-Choice  and  mixed  Choice 
and  Prime  steers  brought  $25.50-28.25  in  Chicago 
with  one  load  1253#  to  $28.50  Monday.  A  few 
high-Choice  and  Prime  steers  sold  at  $25.25- 
26.50  at  other  points,  and  the  bulk  of  the  Good 
to  average -Choice  at  $21.00-25.50,  most  high- 
Good  to  average -Choice  steers  at  $23.50-25.50. 
A  few  high-Choice  and  Prime  heifers  brought 
$25.00-26.00.  Most  Choice  heifers  sold  at 


$23.00-25.00  and  Good  at  $21.00-24.00.  Utility 
and  Commercial  cows  $14.50-17.00,  Canners  and 
Cutters  $13.00-15.50. 

ST0CKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Receipts  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves 
at  the  10  markets  were  around  25  percent  more 
than  the  previous  week.  Medium  and  Good  offer- 
ings predominated  in  supplies.  Prices  early  in 
the  week  usually  were  maintained  on  a  steady 
basis.  However,  a  weaker  trend  developed  at 
several  points  after  Monday.  At  Kansas  ^ity 
prices  closed  mostly  50#-$1.00  lower  than  late 
the  previous  week  with  instances  as  much  as 
$1.50  off  at  a  late  week  auction.  At  Sioux  City 
and  So.  St.  Joseph  late  sales  were  steady  to  50# 
lower.  A  number  of  factors  tended  to  not  only 
curtail  but  influence  a  bearish  demand.  Further 
downturns  in  slaughter  cattle  prices  prompted 
most  stocker  and  feeder  buyers  to  proceed  with 
added  caution.  The  press  of  field  work  kept 
some  buyers  at  home  while  others,  faced  with 
hot,  humid  weather  were  waiting  for  more  favor- 
able weather. 

A  few  Choice  750-850#  feeder  steers  brought 
$25.50-26.00,  majority  Good  and  Choice  800- 
1000#  $22.00-25.00.  Relatively  few  steers  over 
900#  exceeded  $24.50  and  scattered  sales  of  Good 
feeders  $20.75-22.00.  Medium  feeder  steers 
bulked  at  $18.50-21.50.  Several  loads  Choice 
yearling  stock  steers  brought  $26.50-27.00,  in- 
cluding 550#  at  $27.00.  Other  Good  and  Choice 
yearling  stockers  sold  $22.00-26.00,  Medium  and 
low  Good  largely  $18.00-22.50.  Good  and  Choice 
yearling  heifers  ranged  $19.00-25.50.  At  Omaha 
four  loads  mostly  Choice  550-566#  heifers  turned 
at  $24.50-24.65  while  at  the  same  market  a  ship- 
ment Good  and  Choice  70C#ifeeder  heifers  brought 
$23.75.  Good  and  Choice/ steer  calves  sold  from 
$22.50-28.50,  same  grades  heifer  calves  $20.00- 
26.00.  Limited  numbers  of  Medium  and  Good  stock 
cows  sold  from  $14.00-18.25. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  markets  -  Hog  prices  ad- 
vanced under  the  influence  of  curtailed  market- 
ings despite  the  declines  on  pork.  Receipts  were 
13  percent  less  than  the  previous  week  and  18 
percent  under  the  corresponding  period  last  year. 
Mixed  U.S.  No.  1,2  and  3  and  lots  No.  2  and  3 
190-270#  offerings  predominated  in  the  butcher 
supply.  The  average  weight  of  all  barrows  and 
gilts  at  the  8  markets  was  229#  compared  228# 
the  previous  week  and  219#  the  corresponding 
week  one  year  earlier.  Sows  continued  to  be 
marketed  in  rather  liberal  volume,  making  up  30 
percent  of  the  run  at  St.  Paul  and  6-27  percent 
at  other  poin*3.  Reduced  supplies  proved  to  be 
the  major  factor  in  stimulating  live  price  up- 
turns as  wholesale  trends  turned  lower.  Some 
major  packers  were  resisting  the  upswing  rather 
strongly  on  barrows  and  gilts,  but  sows  found  a 
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generally  good  outlet  from  both  packers  and 
shippers.     Barrows  and  gilts  as  well  as  sows 
closed  mostly  25-75^  higher  with  extremes  $1.00 
Tip  at  a  few  points. 

On  Friday,  U.  S.  No.  1,  and  mixed  1-2,   190- 
24C#  barrows  and  gilts  brought  $18.25-19.25, 
largely  $18.50-19.00,     with  a  few  loads  of  simi- 
lar grade  200-240#  $19.25  at  Omaha.     Mixed  U.  S. 
1-3,  190-25C#  offerings  bulked  at  $18.00-18.75. 
U.  S.  1-3,   270-600#  sows  sold  largely  at  $15.25- 
16.25,     some  U.  S.  1-2  around  270-300#  $16.50- 
16.75. 

Feeder  pigs  closed  strong  to  50#  higher  at 
Sioux  City  and  St.  Paul.     Medium  and  Good, mostly 
Good  130-160#  feeders  at  Sioux  City  brought 
largely  $16.50,     few  Good  and  Choice  $17.00- 
17.25;     Good  130-160#  at  St.  Paul  $16.50-17.00. 

Average  cut-out  value  advantage  of  U.S.  No. 
1  over  No.  3  live  basis  200-220#  barrows  and 
gilts  was  93 £  per  cwt.  based  on  wholesale  carlot 
prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts  at  Chicago  July  14  to 
July  20,  1960  inclusive. 

HOGS  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
Area  -    Receipts  were  13   percent  smaller  than 
the  previous  week  and  a  year  earlier  and  were 
smallest  for  a  full  week  since  June  1959.  Sup- 
plies were  barely  sufficient  to  take  care  of 
minimum  trade  requirements  and  hog  prices 
strengthened  moderately.     Barrows  and  gilts 
closed  25-40#  higher;     sows  35-90^  higher  with 
weights  under  360//  showing  the  maximum  upturn. 
On  Friday,  U.  S.  No.  1-3,  190-24C#  butchers 
brought  $17.05-17.90,     a  moderate  volume  mostly 
No.  1  and  2  $17.75-18.25.     No.  1-3  270-40C#   sows 
brought  $14.10-16.40;     400-55C#   $12.60-14.90. 
Sows  made  up  18  percent  of  the  total  receipts. 

SHEEP  AND  LAMBS  -     Twelve  market  sheep  and 
lamb  receipts  were  27   percent  less  than  the 
previous  week  and  12  percent  less  than  a  year 
ago.     For  the  second  consecutive  week,  declining 
prices  in  the  dressed  lamb  trade  proved  a  bearish 
influence  on  the  live  market.     Spring  lamb  prices 
this  week  were  steady  to  $1.00  lower,   although 
prices  at  St.  Paul  and  Omaha  were  strong  to  25 £ 
higher.     The  limited  volume  of  old  crop  slaugh- 
ter lambs  and  yearlings  sold  weak  to  50£  lower. 
Shorn  slaughter  ewes  sold  mostly  steady  to  50# 
lower,  but  strong  to  50£  higher  at  Denver.  Feed- 
er    lambs  were  steady  to  50£  lower. 

Choice  and  Prime  80-114#  spring  slaughter 
lambs  closed  at  s$18. 00-19. 50  with  a  few  to  $21.00 
at  Chicago.     Earlier  in  the  week  Choice  to  mostly 
Prime  lambs  reached  $21.50  in  Chicago  with  other 
points  mainly  $20.50  and  down.

BOSTON   WOOL   MARKET   REVIEW 
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Sales  of  greasy  domestic  worsted  wools  on 
the  Boston  market  totaled  about  five  cars.  De- 
mand turned  toward  fine  and  half-blood  fleece 
wools  with  prices  on  fine  grades  firm  to  slightly 
higher.  Woolen  wools  and  noils  were  slow  with 
prices  slightly  weak  on  some  pulled  wool.  Volume 
of  12  months  Texas  wool  increased  as  prices 
strengthened.  Occasional  sales  were  made  in  the 
territory  States  while  practically  all  fleece 
wool  was  out  of  the  growers'  hands. 

All  the  Dominion  markets  were  closed  for 
the  season.  Sales  at  London,  England  were  about 
a  penny  higher  with  a  better  tone.  Scoured 
wools  from  Australia  were  offered  a  cent  higher 
while  greasy  New  Zealand  crutchings  were  firm. 
The  South  American  markets  held  unchanged. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  64/70s  staple  and 
good  French  combing  delaine  wool  sold  around

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -     Trading  on  most  fresh 
meats  was  marked  "by  typical   summer  slowness. 
Retail  operators  related  a  widely  evident  con- 
sumer preference  to   seasonal  items.     Moderate 
to  normal   supplies  had  fairly  complete  clear- 
ance,  except   at  New  York     where  some  product 
in  all  divisions  was  unsold.     On  late   sessions 
lower  prices  appeared  to  be  the   influence 
motivating  increased  buyer  activity  at  most 
points,  however,    at  New  York  price  downturns 
failed  to  alter  the   slow  movement  and  poor 
demand.

CALF  CROP  UP  1  PERCENT  -  A  calf  crop  of  41,646,000  head  is  expected  for  1960  according  to 
the  Crop  Reporting  Board.     This  number  is  1  percent  above  the  1959  calf  crop  and  6  percent  above 
the  1949-58  average.     The  calf  crop  at  this  level  will  be  the  fourth  largest  of  record,  exceeded 
by  the  calf  crops  in  1954,   1955,    and  1956. 

The  larger  calf  crop  this  year  is  the  result  of  a  larger  number  of  cows  and  heifers  on  farms. 
Cows  and  heifers  2  years  old  and   older  January  1,   1960  totaled  48,594,000  head,  up  3  percent  from 
the  47,001,000  head  on  January  1,   1959,   and  7  percent  above  the  10-year  average. 

The  number  of  calves  born  and  expected  to  be  born  in  1960  expressed  as  a  percentage  of  cows 
and  heifers  2  years  old  and   older  January  1  this  year  is  86  percent  compared  with  87  percent  in 
1959  and  1949-58  average  of  86  percent.     This  percentage  is  not  strictly  a  calving  rate,    since 
the  January  1  inventory  of  cows  and  heifers  2  years  old   and  older  does  not  include  all  heifers 
which  give  birth  to  calves  during     the  year  and  includes  some  cows  that  die  or  are  slaughtered 
before  calving.     This  percentage  is  calculated  to  show  trend  in  productivity  over  a  period  of 
time,   and  may  fluctuate  from  year  to  year  due  to  variation  in  cow  slaughter  and  trends  in  breed- 
ing herd  replacement. 

NORTH  CENTRAL  STATES  -     The  16,798, 000-head  calf  crop  expected  for  the  North  Central  States 
is  virtually  the  same  as  in  1959.     The  East  North  Central  States  expect  6,005,000  calves  compared 
with  6,052,000  head  last  year,   and  the  West  North  Central  States  show  a  calf  crop  of  10,793,000 
head,     up  50,000  head  from  1959. 

The  expected  1960  calf  crop  for  the  North  Central  States  is  90  percent  of  the  cows  and 
heifers  2  years  old  and   older  January  1,   1960,   down  1  point  from  1959. 

SOUTHERN  STATES  -     In  the  South  Atlantic  States  the  1960  calf  crop  at  3,373,000  head  exceeds 
a  year  earlier  by  2  percent.     In  the  South  Central  States  the  calf  crop  is  expected  to  total 
11,206,000  head,   3  percent  more  than  in  1959.     In  the  South  Atlantic  States  the  calf  crop  ex- 
pressed as  a  percent  of  cows  and  heifers  2  years  old  and  older  is  78  percent  and  in  the  South 
Central  States,   83  percent.     Both  these  percentages  are  the  same  as  the  average,  but  less  than 
last  year. 

WESTERN  STATES  -    An  estimated  calf  crop  of  7,360,000  head  is  expected  in  the  11  western 
States,   2  percent  more  than  the  1959  crop.     This  is  the  largest  on  record  for  this  region,  ex- 
ceeding the  previous  high  crop  in  1955  by  2  percent.     The  calf  crop  as  percent  of  cows     and 
heifers  2  years  olr*   -»nd  over     on  January  1  at  85  is  3  percentage  points  less  than  in  1959. 

NORTH  ATLANTIC  STATES  -  The  calf  crop  of  2,909,000  head  for  1960  in  the  North  Atlantic 
States  compares  with  2,893,000  head  a  year  earlier.  The  calf  crop  at  85  percent  of  cows  and 
heifers  2  years  old  and  older  is  the  same  percentage  as  in  1959.
